The work is ex- 
pected to be completed next 3 'ear. 

Management of State Forests — Working plans of 8 forests were prcpaied and 
are to be given effect to next vear. 

PiioTFcrioK OF FoitrsTS. — I he Dnrbar observe with satisfaction that the Cri- 
ininal Tribes and the Grassins, living in the vicinity of the forests nio 
now conforming themselves to the forest rules. Tlie slight in< rease in 
the« offences as compared with the a\eiage of j»ast ;$ 3 cars is riglitlv 
ascribed b 3 ’ the Snperintendent tt) the 6 carcit 3 ', as the areas outside 
the forests were overgra/ed. Tlie pc'rcentage of fo''e«!t area burnt 
during the 3 ’car is small. 

■SyEVicuETE'RE. — Tlic injnr 3 ' done by the frosts last year w'as aggravated b 3 ' 
the failure of the monsoon and thus many a tree that would otherwise 
have recovered from the elfccl of fronts met witli a ))remjituie death. 

Exi'EOITATIon. — T he forest grass which was brought for sale in Jodhpur found 
a read 3 ’ market ns the giass crop had almost totally failed The 
Dhno experiments promise good results. The demiind for fuel 
required for the cotton mills at Ahnicdabad whicli are nbnorman 3 ' 
active owing to the Swadeshi movement made the depot eststblished 
there n very reinunciativc concern. 

Financiae TtKSUET.s.— The expenditure of the yair W'as 7t»*28 per cent of the 
gross re\*cnue and the net surplus fell from Rs. 10,990 of last 3 ’enr to 
Rs 10,470; the fall wras slight in spite of the prevailing sciirciL 3 ’. 

FonoEB RESERVES AND ARBORicuETonn. — On account of the scantiness ol rains 
neither the fodder reserves nor the arboriculturni operations could be 
extended. *’ ' 

The Superintendent oC Forests has taken good pains to improve tlie efficiency of 
the department, which is expected to yield a handsome revenue, if the 
fuel trade expands.

1. The plan of the rep )rt has been altered conformably to the Govern- 
ment of India’s Circular No. lO-F. of 1904. 

2 The forests yielded a net surplus of R& 10 470, against the esti- 
jnated amount of Rs 1 5,000, which would have been well realised but for the 
scarcity which rendered the grant of the following concessions necessary : — 

(«) Free grazing, grass catting and collection of other fodder, 

(6) A reduction of 0/4/0 per cart load in the collection of Pala 
(Zizj’phus leaves), 

(c) F rce collection of fruits, barks, and other minor products and 

{d) Remission of the road cess on consignments of grain pass- 
ing along the forest roads. 

During the scarcity, the forests were extensively made use of by the 
people, to whom the relief thereby obtained in the matter of grass supply was 
of incalculable importance. The people benefitted gave free expre.sstion to their 
appreciation of the advantages that had accrued from the “ conservation of 
forests.” 


3. A new Depot was started at Ahmedabad, especially for the sale of 
fuel ; it yielded a net surplus of Rsi-1,886, and has tapped an e.xtcnsive market. 
The Jodhpur Fuel Dep6t gave as good results.

5. The work of replacing kacha pillars by masonry ones did not 
make nauch p)'ogresB for want of water near the boundary ; only 8 pill.ars, 
costing Bs-9, were erected in Sojat EangCj where 224 pillars, estimated to cost 
B9-252, remained to be replaced. The kacha pillars were white-washed and 
kept in order. 

6. 431 chains of the lower boundary Hue (para 8, Annual Report 
1903-04; were cleared of trees, shrubs, and other corabusliblc material. 

It cost Ks-1/3/0 per chain, which, however, was more than recompensed, 
as the sale of the produce obtained left n net gain of Rs-1/1/0 pet* chain. 

Section IV . — Survey. 

7. 88 square miles of forests were Further survej'cd to *1" to a mile 
scale, at a cost of I19-2, 462/8/0 or •Rs-27/15/9 per square mile. Except a few 
forests in the Sojat Range, which remain partly to be surveyed and mapped 
during the next year, this i\ork is practically complete.

The method, rotation, &c , have been fully discussed 
in the last year’s report. 

9- The area prescribed for coppicing under Desuri .and Saran working 
plans was not cut over, in order to permit of the trees killed by the last year’s 
frost being first removed.

Section HI. — Protection of Forests. 

(a) General Protection. 

14 - With a few unimportant exceptions, the Grim inal tribes surrounding 
the forests behaved weU; and so did the Grassias, the semi-wild tribes of forests. 
387 cases came under observation during the year against 361, the average for 
the past 3 years. This increase is evidently not so considerable as it might have 
been under the prevailing scarcity conditions, if important forest concessions 
w'ere not made to the public cai’ly in September.

{b) Protection from firo. 


15. A fire trace, 100' wide, is cut and cleared annually along the upper 
boundary between the Marwar forests and the Ajmer-.Merwara,Mewar,and Sirohi 
State forests. .A similar trace, diminished in width to 50 ft, is cleared between 
the forests and the Guzara lands, wherever necessary, along thu lower edge 
of the forests. The traces are meant to prevent the' fires occuring in one area! 
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from passing on to another, as also to serve bases for <‘ounterfiriiig In places 
iuterniediate fire lines are cleared, lloreover, 210 sooner does the fire reason set 
in than an extra staff of fire watchers is enlisted^for the time being^ especially 
to guard against the occurrences. The aiea under protection during the year 
was 2,14,707 acres, of which 2,252 acres or 1*04 per cent were biirnt^and 
» the cost of protection was ~/lO/G per squire jnile. 

All the fire cases originated in the carelcs«-ncss of the outsiders; in one 
case, the fire broke out in the llcwarforest-^ and crossed over to the Miirwar areas; 
in the otlier two, the fires took place inside the iorests. 

(c) Protection from cattle. 

IS. The whole of the area is closed to sheep, goats and rnmcls tlirough- 
out the year; it is also closed to horned cattle during the rains 'Early admi<ssion, 
owing to scarcity, had however to be gmuted to the latter this year. 12,847 an- 
imals, entirely sheep and goats, were impounded against 6105, the average 
of past 3 years. The areas outside the forests arc overgrazed and whenever a 
famine puts in an appearance possess nothing u hereon to feed these browsers, 
and the goat graziers are seized with a universtl desire to steal into the forests. 
An increase in the number of cattle (goats) impounded ib thus an, invariable 
feature of the years of drouglit, 

(d) Protootlon against lajurlos from natural oausos. 

17 - The only source of injury under this head is frost a^ld no pre\en- 
tiye measures are adopted.

(a) Katural Xtoproduction. 

18 The year was by no means favourable for regeneration and. a 
dearth of seedlings was noticeable throughout the forests. 'I’he failure of tlie 
monsoon had followed closelj' upon the severe frost of Juiuurj’ and February. lilOa, 
and many a tree that was expected to recover from the effects of frost died awav 
finally.

19, There are neither any regular plantations nor any taungya 
cowings. In good years sowings are made in blanks, as also bamboo rhizomes 
planted along the ravines ; but this year many sowings were not made and what 
were made proved a failure. 

^ (o) Oporations for tbo improvoxnont of tbo growlner stooZc. 

20 . Salar trees arc occasionally girdled, whenever found to overtop and 
thereb}" mar the growth of Kher and Dhao, the principal species ; but no 
operations could be undertaken this year. 

(d) Zazporlmonts. 

21 - Sample plots were started some years ago, but statistics are not 
available. 


Section (5) Exploitation. 

(A) System of macaeromont. 

(a) ItXoJor forest proUacp. 

22 . The forests have been so far worked under the so-called permit 
system, n selection method in the rough. The fellings are thus in a great 
measure unregulated; but the working plans that have been completed and are 
under compilation will soon bring the forests under a regular “ Coppice with 
standard system.” 

(b) minor forest produce. 

23 . This produce is generally leased out at the begixming of each year 
for various sums. Departmental agency is employed only in case of experimental 
collection of produce for the first time. Grazing is permitted under passes 
issued at the close of the rainy season, holding good till the next year’s rains 
come round. 

Forest grass, generally held to be coarse and less nutritious than Bir 
grass, was for the fii’st time brought into Jodhpur for sale. It is gratifying to 
nolo that it found a ready sale pointing to the odium of coarseness wearing 
away. Dhao (anogeissus pcndula) flowers were furthur experimented upon 
and found to yield a good yellow dye fit for block printing on cloth. ' 

(B) iteronoy of exploitation. 

(a) Dopartmoutal aeronoy. 

24. The surrounding population being mostly agricultural classes and 
poorer people unused to buy standing timber. State agency has necessarily to 
bo employed. 

The total quantity of major produce extracted by departmental agency 
during the year came to 13,348 0. ft. of timber and 446,5S.9'0. ft. of fuel, 'as 
against 11,752 0. ft, of timber and 38,1C6 C. ft. of fuel in the preceding year. 
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Inadaition, minor ^rodncteto the value of Rs, 10, 974 , as against 
Bs. 4,480 in the previous yea^were exploited departmcntally. The sales at 
Ahmednbad and Jodhpur account for the increase under fuel. On the whole 
departmental operations brought in a sum of Rs. 3 1, 520, which represents 65-39 
percent of the gross revenue. 

(b) ParcbBEcrs. 

25- The purchasers remove the forest produce mostly by permits. They 
go to the revenue stations and obtain a pass, setting forth the hind and quantity 
of the produce they are entitled to remove and the amount they have paid. They 
then enter the forest, collect the pi-oduce and return to the revenue station, 
where the produce is checked, hammer-marked and passed. It is also ordered that 
Customs thanas should not allow .any forest produce to pass on unmolested, 
unless covered by a forest permit; and thus an additional check is obtained. 

The quantity of timber and fuel exploited by purchasers during the 
year is calculated to be i4,529andS,59,4f>S c.ft. respectively against 17,161 c. ft. 
of timber and 2,36,127 c. ft. of fuel in the previous year, i’he revenue collec- 
ted from the sale of bamboos and other minor produce came to Rs 773/- and 
2,068 respectively against Bs 3,882/- and 1,35*1/- in the previous year. Both 
under (a) and fb) theie is a marked increase in the extraction of major 
produce, due to the brisk sale of fuel at the Jodhpur and Ahmcdabad depflts and 
to a tendency on the part of the department as well as the purchasers to take 
adv mtage of the cheapness of labour occasioned by the scarcity conditions. 

(o) Ztlg-bto and privUosros. 

26. The rights nncl privileges in the State forests talce the sliape 
mostly of a reduction in the forest fee, 13,S^37 c ft, oE timber and l,64,iGl c. ft. 
Tjf fuel, as against 14,532 and 2,25,987 c. ft. respectively in the previous ycar^ 
were vemoved by the right-holders The minor produce removed at reduced 
rates or free is estimated at Rs. 4,428 as against Rs 5,157 in the previous 
year. 

(d) Froo errants. 

27. Owing to the prevailing scarcity, free grants valued at Rs* 12,708 
were made to the people mostly in the shape oE free grazing, grass cutting, and 
collection of minor products. 

(C«) Outturn and sources of forest produce. 

28 The total outturn of major produce is estimated at 51.814 c. ft. 
of timber and 9,70,398 c. ft. oE fuel as against 43,4 45 c. ft. and 5,00,280 c. ft, 
-respectively in the previous year, while that of the minor produce is value 1 at 
Rs. 3a,949/^which includes lis. 9,351/- for bamboos, Rs 8,791 forxnisrellaneous 
forest produce and lls. 12,807/-for grazing^as against Rs. 14.873/-realised from 
- minor produce-during the past year.

32- The p»’cscnt year’s revenue from major produce, amounting to 
Rs. 31,792/8/- or 65 ’95 of the total, shows an increase of hs. 15,960/9/- over 
the previous year, which is due to the extension of departmental operations. 

Coming to the con^'idcration of tlie agency of exploitation, it is seen 

that -15 ’25 percent of the total revenue was obtained through State agency. 
S’dos of minor produce including bamboos, grazingi fodder grass &c., 3 ’ielded 

a total revenue of Rs 12,814/n/O, sliowing an increase of R&5,08 3 / 2 / 0 . This 
sum represents 26 ’ 64 p c of the total revenue of the year. There has been 
an appreciable increase of Rs 2,55 1/•^/9 in the sale of grass and R&-2,52S/14/ain 
that of hiinboos 

The miseell.aneons revenue which accounts for 7’ 41 p. c. of the total 
year’s income slmws a decrease of Rs-4, 239/10/9 which was brought, about by 
tlie remission of the road cess. ^ 

The total expenditure of the year amounted to R& 37,733/11/0, showing 
an inci ea--e of Rfv 18,1(31^/ 13/0 011 the ijrcvions year ; it was chiefly due to the 
extension of operations, natmdy collection of fuel, tmnsport of grass and collection 
cif bamboos 

66*12 p. c. of the. total expenditure was incurred on extension, 
comlitulion, improvement, protection and exploitation, while the establishment 
charges amounted to 33*88 p.c- of the whole. The expenditure of the year 
represents 78*28 p. c. of the gr< ss revenue ; the proportion of the net to gross 
revenue being 21*72 p. c. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

Administration- 

33- Forest Inspector Rakheswar was employed on Working Plans 
and Ranger Dowlat Ram on Surveying; they did their work satisfactorily. 

Forest Rangers Gokal Chand and Chatar Bhuj held charge of the Godwar 
and Sojat Ranges respectively and gave satisfaction; they coped creditably with 
the fuel and grass operations carried on in their ranges. 

‘ 34. The Head Clerk Munshi Dasu Ram, Reader Roop Narain and 
other oflSce stafE did their work satisfactorily. 

35. The relations with the Revenue Department were perfectly 
smooth and harmonious. The Hakims Desuri, Bali and Sojat, with whom . 
the Forest Department has multifarious dealings, lent their best help, for whiclr 
the Department is thankful. 

36. The conduct of the Foresters, Head Guards, and Guards Tvas 
good enough, hardly calling for any sidrerse comment. 

37. The supply of sowars by the Jagir Bakshil'was no better than last 
year. It is contemplated to do away with tlie arrangement-

38- There could be no question of storage of new grass this year. 
From the 23,363 maundsof grass in the stock at the beginning of the year, 1,574 
maunds were given away to the people in relief of distress.

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40 . No more arcjis could be taken I’lp,’ nor any sowings made, for 
want of rain ; but the matter is receiving the prompt attention of the Mnhakma 
Khas ; and the reserves may become a well defined featui’e at no distant date. 

41 . No new grass could be stored. From the old stocks 581 maunds 
of grass from Hemaliawas and 138 maunds from Barsan reserve respectively 
were given to the villagers free of charge. Moreover, ajl the reserves were 
thrown open to free grazing and the arrangements were well appreciated by 
the villagers. 

42 . The old trees and shrubs ai’e doing well, althougli gretitly thrown 
back in growth, omng to the drought following closely upon the frost of the 
preceding year.

The nurseries at Uatanada, Plantation No. 8 and Colonel 
Loch’s well are all in a precarious state for want of water, and it would be hard 
time for the Department to fill up the gaps along the roads and in plantations 
next year.
